2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1, 8 and 15 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Erik et al. Erik discloses a CDMA system that 
compares mobile teansmitted signal quality by measuring pilot or other broadcast signals transmitted by nearby candidate base station 
sectors and whereby other base station sectors may be associated with, different base stations (see page 4 lines 3- 15). A candidate set 
is maintained listing those sectors from which acceptable quality of pilot signals are received (see page 13 linesl3-20). 

Claims 2-7, 9-14, 16-26 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
fixed rate signal and a variable rate signal level within a CDMA system.
